Expanding Duties 

The board’s decision to hire a 
Sanitary engineer was influenced 
partly, Dr. Emmons said, by the 
expanding work of the board in re- 
lation to sub-divisions.

Dr. Emmons pointed out that 
the plumbing inspector has been 
supervising the taking of percola- 
tion tests for the board. Further, 
he explained that a registered 
civil engineer must make a report 
of the test to the board, so that 
the matter is not left in the hands 
of a contractor who is Vitally in- 
terested in the development.
